* attacked the officers of that organi- 
zation, who, he said, were receiving 
high salaries for little work. Mr, 
Anderson, by way of explanation, 
said that it befell his lot to deliver 
to his neighbors and friends some 

I news which he had just discovered 
in the inner workings of the Dark 
Tobacco Growers' Association. He 
said it was the most painful duty it 
had ever fallen to his lot to perform, 
but he had never shrinked duty and 
he considered that the facts he had 
<*• should go before the people. He 

* said the very thing had happened 
Aat the enemies of the Association 
fsaid would happen. The officials, or 

ratker a few of them, had voted 
themselves high salaries that are out 
of all proportion to the duties of la- 
bor they are called to perform. 

The Advisory Committee, com- 
posed of Dr. J. W. Dunn, Polk 
Prince, arid Joe Jackson, are receiv- 
^ ing $2,100 per year. The treasurer, 
; George Snadon, is receiving $2,500; 
the secretary, Mrs. N. E. Greene, 
$1,500, and John Alien $1,800, while 
Joel Fort, who had done more real 
good for the Association than any 
other man, had received $1,200 and 
paid his own expenses. As President 
of the Association, he said, Mr. 
Charles Fort only receives $5 at 
each meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He said that the officers 
had made it so unpleasant for Mr. 
Joel Fort that he had handed in his 
resignation. 

Mr. Anderson said that he intend- 
ed to carry the fight before the peo- 
ple against what he conceives to be 
existing abuses within the Associa- 
tion. 

It is said that Mr. Anderson 
frequently and vociferously cheered 
during the delivery of his speech.

Jas. I. Dunning shot and killed D. 
E. Alsbrook, in the road, near Crof- 
ton. Wednesday afternoon. 

Dunning went to Crofton and 
surrendered to Marshal Long, who 
held him in custody until Thursday 
and brought him to jail. He gave 
bond and returned home the same 
day. 

Cunning's story is that Alsbrook 
had told him not to pass by his house 
any more, a3 there was an old 
grudge between them, and that he 
passed by where Alsbrook was cut- 
ting briars with a scythe and was at- 
tacked by him as he sat on his mule, 
and shot him in self defense, when 
close to him. The weapon used was a 
single-barrel shotgun and the charge 
of No. 4 shot entered his throat and 
chest, producing instant death. 

Coroner Allensworth held an 
quest Thursday. Claud Alsbrook 
testified that he was at home and 
heard the shot aud saw Dunning 
with his gun running down the road 
with his two boys, William and Brad- 
ley. 

J. R. Fuller said he heard the re- 
port of the gun, was about 400 yards 
away. Heard screaming and rush- 
ed to the scene and found Als- 
brook dead in his wife's lap 
and saw Dunning and his two 
sons going towards their home. 
The boys were on mules and run- 
ning them. 

J. M. Martin said that Dunning 
worked for him July 31 and told 
him that Alsbrook had told 
that he did not want any of "that

The American Quail 

The quail or partridge, as it is 
called in the Southern States, is an 

nhabitant of North America, from 
Canada and Nova Scotia to Florida, 
and has been seen in the inter; or of 
Louisiana. These birds rarely fre- 
quent the forest, and are most nu- 
merous in the vicinity of well culti- 
vated plantations, where there is 
plenty of grain. They, however, 
occasionally seek shelter in th 
woods, but are found most usuall; 
in open fields or along fences shel- 
tered by thickets of briar. In winter 
they approach the barns and 
times mix with the poultry. At this 
time great numbers of them are shot 
and taken in traps. 

The quail builds its nest on the 
ground at the bottom of a thick 
tuft of grass that shelters and con- 
ceals it. The materials are leaves 
and fine dry grass. It is well cov- 
ered, above and an opening left for 
entrance. The young are guided by 
their mother's voice, which resem- 
bles that of a young cbicken, and 
sheltered by her wings in the same 
manner as those of the domesti 
fowl. In this situation should the 
timid little family be unexpectedly 
surprised, the utmost alarm and con- 
sternation instantly prevails. 

The mother throws herself 
path, fluttering along and beating 
the ground with her wings as if 
verely wounded; using every artifice 
she is mistress of to entice the 
passenger in pursuit of herself; ut- 
tering at the same time peculiar 
notes of alarm, well understood by 
the young who dive separately along 
the grass and secrete themselves till 
the danger is over; and the parent 
having decoyed the pursuer to a safe 
distance returns by a circuitous 
route to collect and lead them off. 

In the fall quail associate in flocks 
or covevs of four or five and thirty. 

At this time the notes of the 
male are frequent, loud and dim 

His common cail consists of 
notes and is similar to the s 
produced by pronouncing "Bob 
White." This call maybe imitated 
by whistling, thus deceiving the bird 
itself and decoying it near. While 
uttering this the bird is usually 
perched on the rail of a fence or on a 
low limb of an apple tree, where he 
will sometimes sit, repeating at in- 
tervals, "Bob White" for half an 
hour at a time. 

The food of this bird consists of 
grain, seeds, insects and berries of 
various kinds Buckwheat and corn 
are particular favorites. They roost 
at night in the middle of a field on 
high ground. They fly with a whiz 
'ng sound, occasioned by the short- 
ess, concavity and rapid motion of 
leir wings and their comparative

This is the third suc- 
cessive year Doctor Willis has been 
here, and as an instructor he has 
won the highest esteem of all who 
met him and heard his "talks," as 
he calls them. 

CLOSING, SESSIONS. 
The first part of the morning tes- 
on « Ui taken up by Willis in a most 
excellent talk on "Hygiene in the 
Public Schools." This • talk," like 
all the Doctor's- subjects, was lull 
of many good things for his hear- 
ers and they will take to their homes 
many valuable suggestions that can- 
not fail to be of great benefit to 
children's health while in a close 
school room. If they will put into 
practice the methods- suggested by 
Dr. Willis there will be less cause 
for children's health giving way un- 
der close study. 

At the opening of the afternoon 
session Dr. Willis completers talk 
hygiene : <n the school roonf. Miss 
Wescott followed in one of the very 
best of all her splendid talks on 
'Story Telling." The cultivation of 
this faculty is generally advocated 
today. The author of Mrs. Wiggins'

selling books of. the decade, had a 
wonderful power of narration in her 
early childhood.

Best Laying Breed. 

E. W. Simpson, of Virginia, writes 
in Practical Farmer: "Which breed 
of fowls will produce the greatest 
number of eggs, at the lowest cost. 
Leghorns or Silver Spangled Ham- 
burgs? Which of the large breeds 
will lay the most eggs in winter, 
from October until June? Name 
your first, second and third choice." 

Without danger of controversy we 
may state that there is no breed in ex- 
istence which will produce a greater 
number of eggs than the Hamburgs, 
and next, probably, the Polish. The 
Leghorns are great layers, too, but 
not come up to those first named. 
The trouble seems to be, however, 
at the Hamburgs need full matur- 
■, say an age of at least nine or ten 
inths, before they begin to lay. 
This brings them usually up to 
near March for the first year of their 
But after that the egg is pro- 
duced pretty regularly once a day. 

The best layers of winter eggs, 
among the large breeds, are the 
Langshans and Rhode Island Reds. 

To get a full supply during Octo- 
ber, November and December, how- 
ever, you must have early hatched 
pullets, and give them the proper 
care and quarters. As a third large 
bird for widter layers, we would 
have the choice between Wyandottes 
and Plymouth Rocks.
